OTTAWA—There are two poles-apart ways 
of looking ai a career in public life, and neither 
is wholly right or wholly wrong.

Mackenzie King used to femark that 
nothing gives greater satisfaction than service 
to one's fellows—but it’s become fashionable 
now to regard King as a hypocritical ~ 
bumbug.
